experiments. Mestner, expressing great 
ilignntion at this representation, accused 
Held of treachery, mid ol endeavoring to 
turn to Ilia own advantage n discovery with 
which lie had been entrusted in the confi¬ 
dence of friendship. Hereupon arose n , 
violent controversy which ended in the to¬ 
tal defeat of Mestner, who, us if deriving 
fresh energy from discomfiture, went oil 
working greater cures than before, and 
inking incomparably greater noise about 
them. Nevertheless, being deserieil by nil 
of science, who universally regarded 
him ns an imposter, lie was obliged to quit 
ienna. After traveling some time in dif¬ 
ferent parts of Gurmntiy and Switzerland, 
initialling everywhere to work wonderful 
cures,-at Inst in n lucky hour lie set out for 
Fntis, where he arrived lit the year 1776. 
Iiis first enre, on reaching this new iiml 
favorable theatre for Iiis exploits, was to 
procure public npnrtnienls for the treat¬ 
ment of patients. And thither speedily 
flocked peer and peasant in such numbers 
that Iiis apartments were crowded, and 
hundreds were ready to attest the wonder- 
fill cures wrought upon their own persons 
by the great inaguetizer. in the general 
excitement, it would have been wonderful 
if no regular member of the medical facul¬ 
ty had become n convert. Mestner found

The oak pn.-ls were then found 
to he iinscrv'icahlc, and the chesnul very 
little vvoiii. The oak posts weie renewed, 
ilic cliesinii remained, ami in twenty-five 
years afteiWards, they were not a-> much 
rntteu as the oak. 

If the lower ends of posts are scorched 
before they are put in the ground, they will 
last the longer. Some recommend soaking 
them in sea-water lo keep them from rott- 
Thc posts should l»e set at least two 
feet in the ground. Some farmers cut 
llieir'posts so long, and mortice them 
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will come when the moral courage of ihe 
ladies who have so nobly stood forth iu vin¬ 
dication of those lectures, will be regarded 
with admiration by all the virtuous and 
iutiilligent of society.
